Riber and pKxrnatol between 
Raymond and Milk River. 

Mr. Snow was a typical west¬ 
ern rangeman and was widely 
known and'esteemed in ranching 
circles, lie was a successful 
rancher and a splendid citizen. 
Visitors always found a hearty 
welcome at his ranch. He was 
n faithful member of the L.D.S.

Rayo Woolf Talks On 
Junior Wheat Club 


At Rotary meeting on Monday 
Rayo Woo f, local Poo! Flcvai ' 
agent and assistant in the Ju > 
ior Wheat Club organization 
and work her.* spoke on Junior 
Wheat >club work and gave a 
veiy intedesting talk, some of 
his points were: 

The main objects of a Junior 
Wheat Club are to improve the 
quality of seed wheat planted 
each year, to teach the hoys to 
know and recognize tiTie variet¬ 
ies. to appreciate good clean 
grain fields, and to learn how 
to raise and care for good wheat. 

These Clubs take in bo vs 
from 15 to 21 years oil a v. ar I 
each boy must have hi* fatlu: 's 
consent to raise the 1 acres of 
seed wheat, and must have ge I 
e’ean land for the planting. A 
membership fee of $3.00 is 
charged the bovs and lie receives 
4 bushels of first class Marquis 
wheat, which costs about $8.00 
The Raymond Club has a mem¬ 
bership of 23. These seed grain 
plots must have a 3 foot herd r 
on all four sides of them to piw 
tut mixing of other giains. and 
in seeding th« two centre duns 
of the drill are closed, so that 
narrow path will be through the 
iield about every ten or twelve 
feet t 0 permit th« bovs to walk 
through the plot and rogu^. cut 
all weeds and off strain wheat 
that mav appear in the plot. 

Thesp Cluhs are directed by. 
tii.p Departments of Agricu ture 
of both Dominion and the Prov¬ 
ince and 6 meeting* are held 
each vear where the boys are 
instructed in bow to tell true 
strains of ma n. proper cultural 
planting and harvesting mrtb 
ods and so on. When the grain 
is harvested the member may 


do as h« pleases with the seed, 
keeping it for his own farm, 
selling it or as he pleases. 

Field days are held, and 
competitions held of the stand¬ 
ing crop and also after thresh¬ 
ing and suitable prizes awarded 
the winners. The boys arc also 
schooled in judging grain. Dist 
rict competitions are held and 
winner* chosen. In the standing 
grain competiton the local win¬ 
ner will b e given n week at Olds 
School of Agricuture with all 
expenses paid. In the grain iudg 
ing competition, tho Provincial 
winners, two in a team, will be 
guests at the Toronto Fail and 
Exhibition and will take pari; in 
grain judging there. It will gi e 
thp bays a real opportunity f >r 
education in the important bus¬ 
iness of grain growing

We want scapegoats to 
salve our wounded pride so we 
argUr. heatedly about how lam¬ 
entably the United States failed 
at Pearl llarbor; of how British 
strategy has been bungled. • of 
how British leadership lias been 
found wanting. 

And Herr Goebbe's must 
{mile to himself, realizing that 
his 'whole radio propaganda has 
been aimed to males us say iust 
that sort of thing; that we mav 
come to tteel distrust of each 
other. We want to upset gov¬ 
ernment and destroy ieadeis be¬ 
cause of a vague panic that is 
upon us. We want a new deal. 
But that new' deal mav be no 
better than the o'd deal for the 
failure of the 'old 'deal was a 
matter of materials and mat¬ 
erials are still our crucial need. 
If there is as well a need for 
national housecleaning, it is 
every on to his own house. The 
The United States knows of its 
failure at Pearl Harbor. It has 
not tried to hide! it or to justify 
it. but to learn its lessons and 
go on from here. Britain ha» 
changed her military leaieu 
r”.d her government when the 
need arose. Should the need a- 
rise again, doubtless she will 
have the courage and judgment 
to mast the issue. We have our 
own problems in Canada, our 
own obligations. This is the time 
to be about them. 

Maybe we of Canada a. :l our 
sister dominions should have 
l ad a more intimate know •'. 
of Empire grand strategy. Mav 
be we should have had a great¬ 
er part in decisions that effect 
us so nearly. But at the moment, 
th. re are obligations nearer at 
hand. This is our primary bus¬ 
iness. Not Pearl Harbor rot 
Bataan. That is in othe. and 
ab e hands. Not Singapore noi* 
Sumpltra. not the Scharnhorst 
and the Gneissnau. We can ta k 
endlessly of these affairs, we 
con complain and denounce, but 
if wc are to win we must get 
to the business nearer at hand. 

If each of our United Nations 
attends to that bit of wall over 
against his own house, then we 
will sot sow the spirit of dis- 
f ensoni that might destroy us. 
Wc will sow instead the spirit 
cf strength end pride that wi‘l 
; :nport us through anv vallev 
' f humiliation until we have 
earned an ultimate victory.
